The Democratic Bill. 

The new housing bill, sponsored 
at present only by Democrats, was 
introduced yesterday by Eliender 
a few minutes after President 
Truman asked in his State of the 
Union message for construction of 
1,000,000 low-rent units in the next 
seven years, The T.-E.-W. bill 
called for building 500,000 such 
urban units in five years.

$500,000,000 in grants and one bil- 
lion dollars in long-term loans to 
local governments for slum clear- 
ance. 5

Low-Cost Farm Homes. 

The bill also would effect con- 
struction of 300,000 low-cost farm 
homes in the next 10 years; the 
previous bill set no numerical fig- 
ure but was limited to grahts and 
loans for farm dwellings.

The over-all cost of the seven- 
year program was estimated at 
more than four billion dollars, but 
because of variable subsidy pay- 
ments it is impossible to set a 
firm figure. 

On the Senate floor yesterday, 
after the bill was introduced, Sen- 
ator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said he 
regretted that he could not add 
his name to the bill as a sponsor 
and that Progressive Republican 
Senators Tobey of New Hampshire 
and Flanders of Vermont, both 
public housing advocates, were 
taking the same position. 

Taft recalled that he had real 
bi-partisan support. His objection 
to the present bill, he said, was 
that it is “too big.” He said the 
bill would give public housing 
about 20 per cent of total construc- 
tion. —

The T.-E.-W, bill was passed by 
the Senate in the last Congress 
but was prevented from reaching 
the House floor for a vote.

RADIO, GIRLS STUDY Party of Premature Baby Clinic 


Half a hundred lustily crying 
babies joined voices yesterday to 
celebrate completion of the first 
year’s operation of the out-patient 


clinic for prematurely-born chil- 
dren at Homer G. Phillips Hos- 
pital. 

Many of the ‘healthy, noisy lot 
were alive because the clinic has 
enabled the city’s hospital for 
Negroes to extend medical 
ination and care to their homes. 
Of 107 premature cases discharged 
from the hospital since last Janu- 
ary, only five have died. Hospital 
officials said this was “more than 
a 50 per cent cut in mortality of 
premature cases, and perhaps 
more.” 

Brought in by their mothers on 
the regular Wednesday clinic 
day, the babies sat wide-eyed and 
quiet until one little fellow, placed 
on a blanket in front of a first- 
anniversary “birthday” cake, burst 
into tears. Within seconds the 
clinic hall resounded with the 
wails of frightened tots. 

One of the children around the 
cake was Vernon Robert Johnson, 
son’ of Mrs. Olivia Johnson, 
3665 Finney avenue. Vernon 
weighed 1 pound and 12 ounces at 
birth five months ago. Clinic ex- 
amination has brought him back 
into the hospital twice, once for 


treatment for pneumonia 
again for a double hernia oper- 
ation. He is a plump, cheerful 
child now and weighs 11 pounds. 

The weothers brought their 
babies in for the usual check-up 
on growth and signs of malnutri- 
tion or other disorders. They re- 
ceived cod-liver oil, canned milk 
and medicines. Among them were 
several sets of twins whose mani- 


-| fest robust health belied the fact 


that almost all weighed less than 
five pounds at birth. The hos- 
pital regards as “premature” all 
children under that minimum. 

“A lot of our charges didn’t 
come because their mothers don't 
have clothing and shoes for 
them,” Dr. Helen Nash, resident 
physician in pediatrics who 
started the clinic, explained, “The 
tragedy is that some do not have 
enough to eat and cannot get 
normal home dare. These are the 
ones who do not thrive outside 
the hospital and must be re- 
admitted repeatedly,” she added. 

“Use. of modern incubation pro- 
cedures for premature cases is 
only a beginning,” Virgil Me- 
Knight, hospital superintendent, 
said. “The ‘follow-up’ work of 
Dr. Nash's clinic is what gives us 
these lusty children today,” he 
added. “It means somebody has 
her arms around them.”

Whether Congress votes a four- 
billion-dollar increase will depend 
in large part on what kind of 
spending program it votes first.

Another four billion dollars 
would bring the total annual fed- 
eral tax bill to nearly 45 billion. 

Income Dividing Line. 

The proposed new taxes would 
be principally additional corpora- 
tion taxes, plus revised estate and 
gift taxes, and possibly a boost in 
personal income rates in the mid- 
dle and upper brackets. 

Truman didn't define those 
brackets, but Marriner S. Eccles 
of the Federal Reserve Board 
said that, according to his own 
definition, middle incomes start at 
$5000 a year. : 

Truman has made one state- 
ment that indicates he, too, looks 
at $5000 as the place where taxes 
should be raised. When he ve- 
toed the five billion dollar Re- 
publican tax cut bill last year, 
he remarked that more than 40 
per cent of the benefits would go 
to persons making more than 


$5000. 

In addition to the four billion 
tax increase, the President's pro- 
gram would involve six billion in 
levies for increased social security 
benefits, health insurance and the 
like, some Congressmen estimate. 

Representative Combs (Dem.), 
Tex, a Ways and Means mem- 
ber, sald that “before you tax 
corporate profits you must con- 
sider the effect on business,”. but 
he added that on the basis of 
present income, four billion dollars 
additional might be raised with- 
out oppressive taxes.

Storing of Solar Energy. 

Photosynthesis, of course, is the 
process by which plants are en- 
abled to store the energy of the 
sun in the form of energy-giving 
foods. Although the general theo- 
ry has been familiar to schosl | 
children for years, none has ever 
really understood the process in 
detail. | 

Now, however, a radio-active by- 
product of atomic energy, called 
Carbon 14, has provided a tool 
through which the dark mysteries 
of the process may be traced. 
Using .this radio-active tool, two 
scientists, Dr. Melvin Calvin and 
Dr. Andrew Benson, working for 
the Atomic Energy Commission in 
the University of California, have 
made startling progress. 

Indeed, according to Calvin, the | 
point has been reached where the 
whole mysterious photosynthetic 
process can be controlled in sim- 
ple water organisms like the algae. 
In other words it is now known 
to be a perfectly practical matter 
to “farm the sea” by forcing such 
humble and highly inedible organ- 
isms as seaweed to produce great 
quantities of fat, proteins, carbo- 
hydrates or what you will.

The two were using another 
radioactive isotope of carbon, 
carbon 11. in studying the proc- 
ess by which plants make car= 
bohydrates. Since carbon 11 
loses its radioactivity after a 
relatively short life, an isotope 
with greater staying power was 
needed. Kamen and Ruben pro- 
duced Carbon 14 in a cyclotron 
by a special long-bombardment 
method which had been devise? 
earlier by Kamen and Robert 
Wilson, wartime head of the ex- 
perimental nuclear physics di- 
vision of the Los Alamos atomic 
bomb plant.

chemical plants, to produce by 
artificial photosynthesis the car- 
bohydrates, sugars, proteing and 
fuels the world so badly needs.” 

In other words, the green plant 
would simply’ be by-passed entire- 
ly. Artificial photosynthesis in a 
factory would reproduce the 
process whereby the sugar cane, 
for example, transforms carbon 
dioxide gas and water into sugar. 
Using sunlight and a few basic 
chemicals, food factories would 
turn out food in whatever quantity 
might be desired in the same way 
that Detroit turns out automo- 
biles.

World Federalists and UN 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Repeatedly of late there has been 
voiced in your paper opposition to world 
government — opposition based on the 
inference that world government pro- 
ponents are undermining the authority 
of the only existing international peace 
organization, the United Nations. I feel 
that a correction of this misconception 
is in order. 


I am now speaking for the United 
World Federalist Organization, by far 
the largest of its kind in the United 
States, probably in the world. First of 
all, we insist that the UN cannot enforce 
the peace. Just look at conditions to- 
day! We have wars in China, Indonesia, 
Costa Rica, Palestine, etc., right under 
the nose of UN. If this organization 
cannot even call a halt to these wars, 
how can we expect it to prevent a 
major conflict, such as a Russo-US. 
war? As a matter of fact, we don’t ex- 
pect it. Otherwise why would our budg- 
et call for 15 billion dollars of arma- 
ments? 

“But,” some say, “if we were to give 
the UN full power to act as provided 
for in its charter, would that not be suf- 
ficient?” The answer is no. The UN 
is only a league of sovereign nations 
joined by a multilateral treaty, almost 
an exact duplicate of the League of Na- 
tions, whose failure to prevent World 
War II is an undeniable fact. 

It has been amply demonstrated that 
the only way to coerce nations is 
through war or the threat of it. (Eco- 
nomic sanctions, for instance, failed to 
prevent the Italian invasion of Ethio- 
pia in 1935.) But war is precisely what 
we are trying to avoid, as well as the 
fear of war. | 

The solution of this dilemma lies in 
giving the world peace organization pow- 
er over individuals; in other words, the 
UN must be transformed into a true 
government with jurisdiction over peo- 
ple, and not only over nations. 

The United World Federalists, I again 
emphasize, do not. wish to overthrow the 
United Nations Organization, but on the 
contrary wish to strengthen it by revis- 
ing its charter according to its own re- 
vision procedures. 

I quote from the U.W.F. policy state- 
ment: “We urge support of the United 
Nations, as presently constituted, while 
believing that it will not be sufficient. 
Specifically, we urge oyr nation to sub- 
mit every matter of international con- 
cern to the United Nations for its con- 
sideration.” 

Does that sound as if we were trying 
to weaken the UN?

Power Lobby Illogic 

It is truly a tortured course of reasoning with 
which the power lobby is resistifig the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority’s application for funds to 
build a new steam plant. A bill to appropriate 
$4,000,000 toward the $54,000,000 project has 
been reintroduced in the Eighty-first Congress. 

The official propaganda line of the opposition 


is stated in a pamphlet issued by the National’ 


Association of. Electric Companies and entitled: 
“TVA’s New Design for Power. A Factual Dis- 
cussion of TVA’s Proposal for Steam Power and 
What It Means to You.” 

In this remarkably illogical brochure the pro- 
posed new steam plant at New Johnsonville, 
Tenn.—TVA already operates several steam 
power plants—is opposed because it is “social- 
istic.” But in the same breath the National As- 
sociation of Electric Companies advances the 
argument that TVA doesn’t need to build the 
steam plant because the large municipalities it 
supplies could build their own steam plants. 

So it can't be socialism the National Associa- 
tion of Electric Companies is protesting against, 
even though it says that’s what bothers it. Plants 
owned by municipalities are as socialistic as 
plants owned by the national Government, no 
less and no more. 

What the power lobby objects to is a public 
operation that is likely to work well—as it 
knows TVA does—instead of one that might not 
work quite so well. Its intent, as the National 
Popular Government League succinctly says, is 
“to impair the efficient operation of TVA.” This 
intention becomes still plainer, if possible, in 
the association’s further contention that TVA 
has no obligation to supply all the needs of its 
customers. If TVA failed to meet its customers’ 
demands it would be a failure, just as a pri- 
vately owned and operated power company 
would be in similar circumstances. 

TVA is the only supplier of electric power in 
its area. If it does not supply its customers no- 
body else will, and the economic development 


of the’ Tennessee Valley will be arbitrarily 


stopped short. This would be a rank injustice 
under any conditions. Under present circum- 
stances it would be particularly indefensible, for 
national security requires aluminum for air- 
planes, and atomic energy, both of which depend 
on TVA power. 

If TVA objected to a private power company’s 
expanding its generating facilities to meet the 
demand of an area that was totally dependent 
on it, the howls of the National Association of 
Electric Companies would be audible from one 
end of Pennsylvania avenue to the other. What 
is sauce for the gander isn't, it seems, sauce for 
the goose. 


Pay Day for Sure 

The Army and the Air Force have taken a 
lesson from the Navy in the important matter 
of paying their enlisted men. Just as the sailor 
has been doing for years, the airman and the 
soldier are to carry their individual pay cards 
with them when they move from one assignment 
to another. : 

Heretofore, the soldier who was flown from 
say Fort Bragg, N. C., to some isolated post in 
Alaska or somewhere overgeas often found that 
his pay data card was weeks or even months in 
catching up with him. In World War II and 


‘even thereafter it was not unusual to find men 


whose cards had been lost because some adju- 
tant, warrant officer or battery clerk had been 
negligent or communication routes had broken 
down. 

This new assurance that an enlisted soldier 
can draw his money even if he hits his new post 
on pay day should do much to remove another 
of those small difficulties that occasionally ha- 
rass a good soldier and afford juicy material for 
guardhouse lawyers and company gripers. 
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Bringing DPs to St. Louis 

President Truman has asked the new Con- 
gress for a displaced persons law less discrim- 
inatory than the one now in force. Still, it 
seems certain that the new legislation like the 
old will offer a haven in the United States only 
to those who have assurance of a job, a home, 
and money for transportation and other expenses. 

That’s why the committee just formed to co- 
ordinate settlement of such war victims in the 
St. Louis area is so important. Similar groups 
have been functioning in other parts of the 
country for a long time, notably in the North- 
west. But so far such work here has been of a 
rather sporadic, individualistic nature. Obvi- 
ously, not as many openings for DPs have been 


found as actually exist in the community. 


Now 24 religious and social agencies have got- 


ten together to do a more systematic job. This 


should go a long way toward cutting red tape 
and eliminating duplication of effort. More im- 
portantly, it should call the attention of many 
more St. Louisans to the opportunity for giving 
these unfortunates a chance to start life anew. 
It should mean that St. Louis will do its bit in 
this American humanitarian enterprise.

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Perennial Parity 


Farm legislation jumped the gun on the Presi- 
dent’s mention of the subject in his opening mes- 
sage. Congressmen from farm districts are dis- 
satisfied with the law passed by the previous 
Congress, which takes effect in 1950. This law 
ends the wartime support of farm prices at 90 
per cent of parity and provides a sliding scale 
which brings them as low as 60 per cent in 
times of large surplus. Representative Pace, 
Georgia Democrat, and Representative Jensen, 
Iowa Republican, are joined in a move to restore 
the rigid 90 per cent peg on wheat, corn, cotton, 
tobacco, peanuts and rice. 


This move may suit most farmers, but if such 


a high and rigid price incentive is adopted, it 
will tend to create unmanageable surpluses. 
Therefore, Representative Cooley of North Car- 
olina, who.is slated to head the House Agricul- 
ture Committee, adds the proviso that “reason- 


able“ controls on the amount of production

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stamp” program which put surplus foods on the 
tables of the poor. 


It also calls for measures to convert a goodly 


part Of the nation’s farm land from cotton and 
grains, the surplus crops, to meat and. dairy 
products, fruits and vegetables. This course 
would not only benefit farmers; it would also 
translate a part of the American people’s higher 
postwar incomes into better diet. 
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Illinois’ New Mines Director 

In view of the Centralia mine disaster and the 
indictment of Robert M. Medill and Robert 
Weir, appointees of the outgoing Green Admin- 
istration, Adiai Stevenson's choice for Illinois 
State Director of Mines and Minerals is of spe- 
cial interest. For this post the new Governor 
has appointed James W. Starks of Taylorville. 

Mr. Starks, who is 64 years old, began as a 
miner in the Southern Illinois coal fields. He 
worked as a fireman, top man, face boss, assist- 
ant mining engineer and mine examiner. For 


four years he was a state mine inspector in eight 


counties. 

Many years ago, he crossed over from mining 
coal to mine managing. He joined the Peabody 
Coal Co. organization 27 years ago. For the last 
10 years he has been division superintendent in 
the Springfield-Pana-Taylorville area. In this 
post, he had 4000 miners under his supervision. 

Though a mine superintendent, Mr. Starks has 
kept up his interests in mine safety.. He holds 


the Department of Interior’s certificates in first 
aid training and accident prevention and state 


certificates in first aid and rescue work, in ad- 
dition to certificates of competency for mine 
manager and hoisting engineer. 

The only fair way to test the new director is 


by what he does to enforce and improve the 


state mine safety laws. Mr. Starks’ commission 
could not be clearer. Illinois’ new Governor 
asks that the mining code be completely mod- 
ernized and that the Department of Mines be 
put under civil service. 
is to devote himself to both ends until they are 
accomplished, the sooner the better. 

Since a mine superintendent has been chosen 
for director, it would be sound to balance this 
by naming a miner or a mine inspector as as- 
istant director. Inevitably, the example of 
Driscoll Scanlan, who was “just too damned 
honest” for the Green Administration, comes to 
mind. The assistant director is in charge of 
mine inspectors. Over his desk pass all the 
safety reports from the field. A man with Dris- 
coll Scanlan’s courage and devotion to safety in 
that important spot would be a reassurance to 
the miners who spend their working days 
underground. 
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Charter Revision First 

After hearing pros and cons of the bill to elect 
a Board of Freeholders to draft a new city 
charter, the Chamber of Commerce’s municipal 
legislation committee indorsed it. The weighti- 
est objection presented to the group was that 
part of the wastefulness and obsoleteness in the 
city government stems not from the old charter 
but from acts of the Legislature and local ordi- 
nances. This is true, but it does not impeach 
the cause of charter revision. 

The function of the Board of Freeholders is to 
study the city government in detail and draft 
the best organic law it can to control its or- 
ganization and functions. Such a document will 
conflict with other laws at some pojnts, but if 
the voters approve it, it will show exactly what 
steps the Board of Aldermen must take and the 
State Legislature must be asked to take. 

Charter revision is not the only station on the 
road to modern local government for St. Louis, 
but the Board of Aldermen, like the Chamber of 
Commerce committee and other students of the 
subject wno have spoken up, can reasonably 
conclude that it is the logical first station.

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Reservations to a Boast 

A boast is made by the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois railroad that it was the first railroad in 
the United States to install automatic train con- 
trol—in 1914. That’s a device that stops a train 
automatically if its engineer fails to stop it after 
passing a danger signal. It is one of several 
modern safety devices needed on all railroads. 

C.&E.I.’s boast would ‘be more impressive, 
though, if it had done a thorough instead of an 
incomplete job of installing train control. 

It is still killing and maiming passengers for 
want of this safety device on some of its line. 

Of C.&E.I.’s 1175 miles of main track only 
424 are protected by automatic train control— 
35 years after the first installation which the 
railroad boasts of. At that rate the job would 
not be completed until about the year 2009. 

For lack of automatic train control, among oth- 
er things, two C. & E. I. trains collided head-on in 
a heavy fog near Terre Haute, Ind., in the early 
morning of Sept. 14, 1944, killing 29 and injur- 
ing 65, most of them overseas veterans. ‘Last 
November, near Chicago, C.&E.I.’s “Meadow- 
lark” plowed into the rear of a commuter train, 
injuring 31. 

Having been the first to start installing auto- 
matic train control, is C. E. I. waiting to be last 
to finish the job? And what of other railroads? 
Train control is still missing from some 157,000 
of the 167,000 miles of passenger track in the 
United States. 

Automatic train control has been available 
for nearly half a century. Twenty-six years ago 
the Interstate Commerce Commission reported 
after a long investigation: “The conclusion is in- 
evitable that disastrous collisions will continue 
to occur unless and until automatic train con- 
trol devices are installed to protect against 
human failure.”

Dutch Government has consistently dishonored its covenant on 
self rule in Indonesia, a missionary official charges; it has waged 
political sabotage and armed blockade against the native republic, 
“cutting it down to size; says this is manna for the Communists.

I have just come from an interview with 
Derk Stikker, the foreign minister of The 
Netherlands, and I am discouraged over 
the prospects in Indonesia. 


“We.will make no concessions that will 
strengthen the Communists,” said Mr. Stik- 
ker. “Premier Hatta’s government will 
have to cope with the new Communist 
threat to the republic. If it does not, other 
measures will have to be taken.” But when 
Mr. Stikker was asked if the concessions 
about which he was speaking included 
measures aimed at 
strengthening the 
hand of the republi- 
can government as it 
attempts to deal with 
the Communists, he 
evaded the questions. 


I came away from 
the conference con- 
vinced that the new 
government in Hol- 
land is no more in 
earnest in its protes- 
tations favoring a 
sovereign Indonesia united under the Dutch 
crown than have been previous Dutch gov- 
ernments. It would prefer that the Com- 
munists, now starting military action, should 
defeat the republic, thereby giving the 
Dutch long-sought grounds for military 
conquest of republican areas. 


Premier Hatta 


Despairing Turn to Russia 


When the former premier, Batak Chris- 
tian Sjarifoeddin, turned to the Commu- 
nists, he delivered a serious blow not only 
to Indonesian nationalists but to the Chris- 
tian movement. Sjarifoeddin had just been 
nominated to represent the Batak Christian 
League of Sufmatra at the World Council 
of Churches. He and Soetan Sjahrir have 
been considered the leading Indonesian lib- 
erals, though their prestige has been in 
eclipse since their failure to obtain West- 
ern co-operation in attaining freedom and 
economic stability. 

Disillusioned by the attitude of the Chris- 
tian West, Sjarifoeddin has announced 
that he now turns to Russia as the only 
hope for Indonesian independence. 


Conditions have rapidly deteriorated since 
the signing of the Renville Agreement. In 
accepting the agreement the Indonesians 
compromised as much as possible without 
surrendering every semblance of control 
over their territory. Sjarifoeddin's govern- 
ment fell because of these compromises, 
but the new government organized by Mo- 
hammed Hatta accepted the agreement and 
took every step toward its implementation. 
The Dutch, on the other hand, have con- 
sistently failed to carry out either the let- 
ter or the spirit of the agreement despite 
its bias in their favor. 


Direct Violation of Agreement 

One clause provided that plebiscites should 
be held in the disputed areas not less than 
six months and not more than one year 
after the final political settlement which 
would come with the formation of the 
United States of Indonesia. Hardly had the 


When the Dutch asserted that the voting 
had shown a 90 per cent anti-republican 
attitude, the republic answered that not 
one-half of the qualified voters had taken 
part. It is a matter of record that two 
months later 30 of the 40 members of the 
Madoera council were pro-republicans. 

Shortly after the Madoera plebiscite the 
Dutch called a conference from which there 
emerged a sort of political organization for 
a West Java state. Later the state of East 
Sumatra was established. The pattern of 
Dutch tactics became obvious—the republic 
was being “cut down to size.” 


At the same time that the republic was 
being subjected to this type of political 
attack, it was also suffering from an eco- 
nomic blockade. The Dutch have thrown 
a naval-air blockade around the republic. 
This blockade cuts off foreign trade, there- 
by causing extreme suffering for want of 
necessary medical and health supplies as 
well as of certain items of food and cloth- 
ing usually imported. The purpose seems 
to be to stir up discontent with the repub- 
lican administration among the people. 


Imperial Rule Is Doomed 


If the Dutch truly desired a union with 
Indonesia and if they honestly wanted to 
see Communism wiped out, they would lift 
the blockade and allow the Indonesians to 
demonstrate whether or not a southeast 
Asian country upon its own responsibility 
can and will handle the Communist threat. 
Should the republic then find itself un- 
able to cope with the situation, it would 
undoubtedly ask the Dutch to assist. The 
present untenable position of the Dutch not 
only embarrasses the republican govern- 
ment but plays directly into the hands of 
the Communists. 

There is no question that the Communist 
threat in southeast Asia is growing: In 
Indonesia it can be met and defeated by 
indigenous democrats, but only if the Dutch 
and the United States are willing realisti- 
cally to face facts. The republic may fall; 
the Dutch may be able for a time to con- 


é 


‘tinue their colonial rule; but it is a fair 


prediction that within 10 years the Indone- 
sians will be their own masters. 

Dutch sovereignty is no longer the ques- 
tion. The question is whether Indonesia 
shall be a stronghold of democracy in south- 
eastern Asia or a stepping stone in Mos- 
cow’s onward march to control Asia and 
the Pacific. 


Between Book Ends 


An Ill-Humored Scholar 


ON THE LIMITS OF POETRY, by Allen Tate. (The 
Swallow Press and William Morrow, New York, 379 
Pages, $4.00.) 

Mr. Allen Tate’s critical essays, of which 
he has assembled the best in this volume, 
are marked by extraordinary perception 
and an equally extraordinary ill-humor; by 
@ justifiable hatred of pedantry and by an 
altogether unjustifiable super-pedantry; by 
a love of the abstract that is at least as 
irritating as the excessive documentation 
of which the historical scholar, whom he 
dislikes, is so fond; and by an ability to 
write perspicuous prose, together with an 
arrogant refusal to do so with any con- 
sistency.

This is not to say that Mr. Tate himself 
is inconsistent. He is probably one of the 
most consistent men alive. He is reaction- 
ary and admits it. He believes in the “en- 
during values” rather than the transitory. 
He hates the pragmatic concept that truth 
is that which works; and the positivistic 
belief in objective phenomena; and the 
empiricist acceptance of the evidence of 
the senses. In short, he is opposed to the 
major trends of our age. He has rejected 
science but is unable to substitute religion 
for it; he rejects the effort to control the 
external conditions of human life, but is 
able to substitute nothing but a vague 
semi-Platonic idealism. No doubt his mal- 
adjustment to his times explains his ill- 
humor. 

It is an ill-humor from which we can 
learn a good deal. We need moralists to 
point out the limitations of our pragmatic, 
positivistic, material- 
istic civilization. We 
need critics who are 
able to live “above 
the battle,” to tell us 
that in deploying our 
material forces we 
may be forgetting 
our spiritual re- 
serves. 

But one wishes 
such moralists could 
say what they have 
to say with a little 
more dignity and 
charm. For all Mr. 
Tate's abstractions, 
for all his aloofness, 
he sometimes sounds like a common scold. 
A little lightness, Mr. Tate, if you please, 
just a touch of humor, and you may do 
more service for poetry and truth; some 
human sympathy to replace all the bother 
about the tragic sense; a little respect for 
those who fight the battle with faulty tools 
called to do service in the name of faulty 
abstractions. And when you have found 
beyond the shadow of a doubt that your 
abstractions are sounder than the ones by 
which we perforce must live, recommend 
them to us, sir, with some graciousness,

Aronowitz, 35, of Brooklyn, and 

Philip Klein, 24, of Brooklyn, 

They were arrested Tuesday 
night—the night a “fix” allegedly 
was to have juggled the score of 
the Madison Square Garden game 
between George Washington Uni- 
versity and Manhattan College of | 
New York. 

Assistant District Attorney Al- 
fred J. Scotti said a sister-in-law 
of Aronowitz—Sylvia Brill, 22 
year-old Brooklyn bookkeeper— 
was questioned yesterday at the 
District Attorney’s office. 

: Scotti said Miss Brill was ques- 
tioned about a New Tear's Eve 
party at a hotel here because she 
reportedly was present when 
some of the men in the case met 
and, Scotti said, invited Shapiro 
to attend their party. 

No Others Invelved. 

The questioning, Scotti said, 
was in an effort to determine 
whether basketball was discussed 
at that time. Scotti did not reveal 
to newsmen what Miss Brill told 
him. 

District Attorney Frank 8. Ho- 
gan said no further arests are ex- 
pected, and there is no evidence 
of an attempt to “fix” any other

Calvin guesses—and it is of 
course merely an informed guess 
—that with such an effort the 
trick might be turned in four or 
five years. 

All this may seem at first blush 
far removed from the political 
field. Yet it is pretty obvious 
that the political consequences of 
the little-noticed experiments of 
Calvin and his colleagues could be 
downright staggering. To be sure, 
it is unlikely that fats produced 
from pond scum and mass-pro- 
duced artificial proteins soon will 
replace creamery butter and good 
steaks. But the success of the ex- 
periments could hardly fail to 
have some very curious effects on 
the domestic and world economy. 

Moreover, the international po- 
litical significance can hardly be 
exaggerated. A good case can be 
made for the thesis that food is 
what a good part of international 
politics is all about. It is not dif- 
ficult to imagine how the hand 
of the United States would be 
strengthened in, say, China and 
India, if Calvin's food factories 
were a fact and not a theory. 

Regrettable though it may be, 
the experiments of Calvin in these 
days y influence the political 
future Of the world more deeply 
than months of oratory and ma- 
neuver by whole squadrons of po- 
liticians and diplomats.

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You'll Find Them South of Mason-Dixon Line — Old Southern Recipe

HE cooks of all nations have 
taken a flyer at spareribs 
with some rather astonishing 
results, plain and fancy. The 
Chinese got there first and pro- 
duced some superb dishes still to 
be found in good Chinese restau- 


the English and the Americans 
also did their stuff on the good 
old sparerib. The Americans were 
probably last in the arena but 
south of the Mason and Dixon 
line in these United States it is 
possible to find ‘the best barbe- 
cued or baked spareribs in the 
‘world. 

In grilling spareribs, as I have 
said def dre, the trick is to brown 
them well quickly and then cook 
them the rest of the way in the 
sauce. That prevents them from 
becoming dry ànd tough. 

An old Southern recipe: 

Mix well a cup of cider vinegar, 
one half cup of. water, three 
tablespoons of brown sugar, two 
tablespoons’ of Worcestershire 
sauce, three-fourths of a cup of 
catsup, a teaspoon of salt, two 
teaspoons of paprika, two cloves 
of crushed; garlic, a teaspoon of 
dry mustard and a cup of red 
wine. Bring this to a boil, stirring 
well. In the meantime brown your 
ribs in a baking pan in a RED 
HOT oven, basting with a brush 
dipped in the sauce. When the 
ribs are brown, pour over the re- 


mainder of the sauce, reduce the 


heat to 300, cover the pan and 
bake until tender. Baste and turn 
frequently. It will take something 
more than an hour for the baking 
job, depending on the number and 
thickness of the ribs. 

That's powerful stuff. It used to 
be called “Come-Back Sauce” 
down in Mississippi. That meant, 
when your innards cooled off, you 
could comę back for more.

sugar. Sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per and soy sauce. Now in goes a 
cup of crushed pineapple and a 
half of a chopped green pepper. 
Put just a little water in the 
skillet. Cook slowly for 50 min- 
utes. Watch that water. There 
should be just enough to keep 
things from scorching. but [fittle 
enough to allow the sauce to cook 
pg into a thick coating on the 
ribs, 

This is alleged to be plenty for 
four persons but three good spare- 
rib eaters will destroy it in no 
time at all. . 

Up in Wisconsin they get two 
sides of ribs and put them togeth- 
er to form a pocket, which is then 
seasoned inside and out with salt 
and pepper and just a little hit 
of sage. Now stuff the rocket 
with four large, peeled avples, 
about a half pound of raw prunes. 
Sew or skewer the ‘whole business 
together, bake in a m:derate oven, 
basting, now and then. When 
done, remove, skim ths fat from 
the pan, thicken wien Jour and 
you will have some fine gravy.

NE of the things we'll have 
to get used to on television 
is the commercials. This
